BGO celebrates Hispanic Heritage with 
W: exhibition in the WBGO Gallery 

through the end of November, Los 
Musicos En Cuba: International Images From a 
Musical Island. Three photographers, Ernestos Dos 
Santos, Leslie Sinclair and David Garten will be 
featured as part of this collection curated by Leslie 
Harrison and Dale Fitzgerald of The Jazz Gallery. 

Ernesto Dos Santos, who was born in Havana, 
Cuba, began photographing ufiderwater when he 
worked as a scuba diving instructor. He came up 
for air and started photographing jazz musicians 
performing in and around Havana. In both 2002 
and 2004 he won First Prize in the Jazz Photo 
Contest sponsored by the Cuban Institute of 
Music and The Society of Writers and Artists of 
Cuba (UNEAC). His photos have appeared іп 
Rolling Stone (Spanish edition), Salsa Cubana 
and Prisma Internacional, among other publica- 
tions, and he has had exhibitions at a number of 
galleries and public spaces both in Havana and 
Santo Domingo. 

Born and raised in New York City, David Garten 
now lives and works in Vermont, but has traveled 
frequently to Cuba. Garten's images in the pres- 
ent exhibit give some idea of how determined he 
has been to seek out both the most important of 
the eldest generation of Cuban musicians many 
of whom—like Compay Segundo, Merceditas 
Valdes and Lazaro Ross—are sadly no longer 
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with us, as well as some of 
the country’s most signifi- 
cant younger artists now 
breaking through to broader 
intemational recognition like 
Miguel 'Anga' Diaz and 
22 Ramon Valle. Regarding his 
work Garten observes, “| 
was a frustrated musician, 
but now I'm a fulfilled pho- 
tographer.” Garten's work has been featured in 
Jazziz, JazzTimes, Drum, Latin Beat, The New 
York Times, Los Angeles Times, Miami Herald, 
Village Voice and Toronto Globe & Май. 

The youngest of the three photographers in 
this show, Leslie Sinclair grew up in Havana's 
lively cultural milieu as part of a family whose 
members were regularly in touch with all man- 
ner of artists, filmmakers and archivists. Since 
the late ‘90’s, he has been a ubiquitous figure on 
the live music scene in Havana and has worked 
regularly with the magazine Salsa Cubana, that 
first published his work, as well as with an 
expanding list of international publications like 
Jazz Magazine (France), The Guardian and The 
Times (UK). As some of his images in this exhibit 
reveal, Sinclair is adept not only at capturing 
telling portraits and peak bandstand moments, 
but has a great eye for what might be called 
L atmospherics." m

On Saturday, 
October 8, she performed for a 
WBGO Kids's Jazz Concert at 
Newark Symphony Hall, where she 
will also be part of an all-star 
organ jam on December 3 at 
8 p.m. On Sunday, November 6 she 
will perform in a jazz vespers service 
co-sponsored by Bethany Baptist 
Church, and on November 18th at 
9pm she will perform in a live broad- 
cast from the WBGO studios.

Alto saxophonist Bud Shank was a West 
Coast jazz institution going back to his days 
with Stan Kenton.
